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THE NEWS that Dr. Yitzhak

The fact that Premier Menuchem 
Begin reportedly took the trouble 
last week to phone Deputy Foreign 
Minister Yehuda Ben-Meir and 
sound out NRP reaction to the pro- 
jected Raphael comeback, because 
of his known preference for a coali- 
lion partnership with Labour, is 
evidence of the kind of respect ac- 
corded to Raphael. He was 
minister of religious affairs in the 
cabinets of Golda Meir and Yitzhak 
Rabin. And he is the only NRP 
figure untainted by the 1981 elec-. 
tion debacie. 


RAPHAEL is a political leader of 
the old school and has the kind of 
style that is lacking in the younger 
gencration.

“Our political orientation will be 
to ourselves, we do not wish to be 
satellites of any other party," he 
emphasized.

Asked about his position on the 
government's settlement policy, the 
former minister said that, on princi- 
ple, he was against limiting Jewish

But, he emphasized, it was a fatal 
mistake to plant settlements in the 
heavily populated Arab areas. 
Hence his preference for “sottle- 
ments in unpopulated zones like the 
Jordan Rift, the Etzion Bloc and 
Judea. “Also, we have so much to 
do still in Galilee, which has only a 
small Jewish population,” he said. 

Generally, he is all for shifting 
people away from the cro 
coxstal plain, -but not at the expense 
of other national priorities.

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ASSEMBLE half a dozen hungry 
urbanists with razor-sharp teeth 
from across the seas, lock them ina 
fount in Jerus:tlem for four days and 
throw them a local planner ut 
regular intervals. 

This formula, followed hy the 
Jerusalem* Committee's organizers 
lust week, produced seven pages of 
pointed recommendations ubout 
how Jerusalem ought to develop, 
frum steeper streets in the new 
neighbourhoods to a Lunnel into the 
Old City. 

More interesting, perhaps, than 
the answers offered by the inter- 
nativnal advisory panel's town- 
planning subcommittee were the 
questions raised — questions rarely 
verbalized by the people whose lives 
they most touch. 


HOW CAN physica! planning coax 
Ariubs and Jews into contact? 

A series of light roofs crected on 
the triungular wedge of open 
ground outside Damascus Gate was 
suggested by Aldo Yan Eyck, a 
world-renowned Dutch architect at- 
tending his first committee meeting. 
The committee agreed that both 
Arab merchants from the Old City 
and Jewish merchants might be at- 
tracted by this simple shelter. 

On this stretch of former no- 
man's-land — partly open, partly 
grassed, purtly paved — the com- 
mittee envisioned a farmer's market | 
(as suggested by Mayor Teddy Kol- 
lek, the committee's host), a fair 
ground, promenades ‘and a bus sta- 
tiun, The Latter, already planned by 
the municipality, was enthusiastical- 
ly endorsed as a place where Jews 
and Arabs would come into daily 
contact. 


{T WAS primarily in commerce thal 
the committee saw an opportunity 
to bring Arabs and Jews together. 
“People like to buy and sell and 
make money. That is the only 
motive that will link the two pop- 
ulations,"* said City Enginéer 
Amnon Niv, whose task was to ex- 
plain the city’s plans to the commit- 
fee and hear their reactions. 
Previous proposals for in- 
stitutional buildings on the triangle 
were rejected by the committee, 
which did not sce Institutions as 
+ potential meeting grounds.’ ᾿ 
* The commillee worked on the as- 
‘sumption that Arab-Jewish contact 
should be encouraged by physical

The Post's ABRAHAM RABINOVICH followed the free- 
flowing discussions of the Jerusalem Committee, where 
the questions often seemed as important as. the answers. 


Francisco architect Lawrence 
Halprin, in conjunction with Israeli 
architect David Best. 

It would be reached by a‘tunnel 
under the Old City wall from Mount 
Zion, rather than a new gate 
through Lhe wall as originally con- 
ceived. Above the terminal would 
be a complex of buildings including 
apartments, a smail pension, shops 
und restaurants, and 4 refrigerated 
warehouse for the Old City souks. 

Amos Unger, director of the 
government-municipal company, 
said that strong opposition by “a 
dominant group of residents” had in 
recent months thrown the whole 
project into question, even though 
the company continued to suppon 
it. The residents, he said, objected 
to the inconvenience of having to 
use the Mount Zion parking 
facilities outside the Old City walls 
for up to four years until the ter- 
minal complex is completed. 

Some objected to the very notion 
of underground parking, if only for 
fear of mugging. Some also objected 
to the above-ground complex, 
preferring open space instead. At 
most, said Unger, the oppositionists 
would accept a deck over the sur- 
face to double parking capacity. 
CITY ENGINEER Niv said he was 
indifferent to the above-ground 
structures. What interested him was 
the tunnel. This new access to the 
Old City would permit the long- 
mooted closure of Jaffa Gate to 
traffic. 

“I'm interested in the penetration 
itself,” he suid. “The city wants to 
eliminate traffic inside the. walls, 
and this project is the first phase, 
together with Mamilla.” - 

The controversial Mumilla Pro- 
ject he referred to would, among 
other things, provide underground 
parking outside Jaffa Gate. Niv in- 
dicaled that he would accept sur- 


fuce parking tts a first stage, as long - 


us the tunnel was built. 

For Nissim Abouloff, chairman of 
the company, the above-ground 
structures are as érucial as the (un- 
Nel because their sale would provide 
the income to finance the $20 mil- 
lion project — that is, all but the $3 
million the government would. have 
to subsidize. “If you want anything 
there you have to do it all,” said 
Abouloff. 

The one objection he had to the 
plan was that meat for the Arab 
butcher shops of the souk would be 
stored in the warchouse with goods 
intended for the Jewish Quarter. 
“There are, different standards of 
hygiene,” he said. “They can’t 80 
together."- ᾿ : 


die, who also his a home in the 
quarter to which he commutes from 
his architectural practice in Boston, 
found it “preposterous” that resi- 
dents of the quarter objected — 
because of “short term in- 
convenience” — to a ficilily re- 
quired by an area that was a 
national landmark. “The residents 
can't have their way simply because 
they live there,” he said. 


THE WORST possible situation 
was the existing one, virtually all 
participants agreed, with 
ramshackle surface purking and 
dumping. (The dissenter was Prof. 
Haar, the one non-planner par- 
ticipating, who felt that the unstruc- 
tured nature of the site lent it a cer- 
tain charm.) 

Noting the spectacular views 
from the site and the impressive 
archeological finds from the Byzan- 
tine Nea Church directly adjoining 
il, Halprin said he would publicly 
fight nny decision to leave surface 
parking. “I wouldn't stand for it," 
he said. “I'd go to the press." 

The subcommittec's final recom- 
mendation stated firmly that op- 
position by residents “should be 
overruled in the public interest,”

CAN ANYTHING be learned from 
the post-1967 neighbourhoods that 
might be applied to those parts not 
yet developed? 

Yes, und do it fast, said the com- 
mittee. The high national road stan- 
dards, which call for gentle 
gradients, when applied to the steep 
topography of these 
neighbourhoods, meant massive 
retuining walls, “We conclude that 
the roud standards are too high and 
contribute unnecessarily to the dis 
jointed character of the develop- 
ment, excessive harm (o natural ter- 
rain and inconvenience to 
pedestrians,” said the committee's 
final report, 

Halprin noted thut streets in his 
home town of San Francisco were 
several times steeper than in 
Jerusalem. 

Prof, Britton Harris of the 
Universily of Pennsylvania noted 
that the hard edges of the new 
Jewish neighbourhoods were |- 
citudel-like in the faces they 
presented to neighbouring Arab set- 
Ulement, “Instead of a fist, it should 
be an open hand," said Halprin. 

The free hand given to architects 
by the Housing Ministry after 1967 
in Jerusniem's new neighbourhoods 
resulted in some startling Nights of 
fancy. “Architects had the oppor- 
tunily to act out all kinds of.thinking 
seen in professional .journals, 
noted Niv.

Il A Jewish astronaut were 
launched into spuce to circle the 
earth every 92 minutes, how often 
would he have to recite shaharit, 
minha and urvit? 

i couldn't resist starling an inter- 
view with Jerry Wittenstcin, 
reputedly the only Orthodox Jew in 
the National Aeronautics and Spuce 
Administration, with that old Jewish 
joke. But the Brooklyn-born, 
Alabama-raised Wittensicin — his 
feet planted firmly on the ground 
and his head in the heavens — 
provided a sober and considered 
response. 

“LT recently asked Netanya’s 
Sephardi chief rabbi, David 

_ Chelouche, about that," he says. 
“After all, if tikes me 10 minutes 
just to get my ΠΝ on in the morn- 
ing, and a Llotal of 72 minutes to 
recite the morning, afternoon and 
evening prayers. What would be left 
out of 92 minutes for work? 

“The rabbi said that if it were a 
short-term Lrip into space, the 
ustronaut should go according to 
the time of the place from which he 
blasted off, und daven three times in 
24 hours, If it were a long trip, like 
in Spacelab or a space station, he 
would have to set some sort of ar- 
tifieial clock and follow that." ΄ 

The “43-year-old physicist. won't 
have to worry about the probiem, at 
least for some, yeirs. “According to’ 
Jewish law, one is not allowed to 
take unnecessary risks, and it will 
take al [665] five or seven years until 
we have reully safe flights. Il may be 
20 years before there are shuttle 
flights for non-astronaut passengers. 
But I'd like to go into space 
someday.” . ἢ

Looking back at all, the flights 
since the curly Saturn vehicle 
rockel in 1961, the Apollo 8 — the 
first manned flight around the moon 
— was the most exciting for him, 
and not, surprisingly, Apollo 11, 
when Neil Armstrong became the 
firs’ man to walk on the moon, 
“Apollo 8 was our most accurate 
and challenging flight. 1 involved 
trial and error, celestial mechanics 
— the culmination of all we had 
developed.” He was also closely ἰῃ- 
volved with the Columbia shuttle 
project and with Skylab, in which he 
had to muke sure that the stages of 
the rocket didn’t fall in Europe. 

There were a number of jokes 
during that critical operation, that 
dropping a piece of skylab in Saudi 
Arabia or another Arab country 
might solve Israel's problems with 
her neighbours. 

The space effort is today much 
diminished, compured to its heyday 
in the second half of the ‘60s. About 
20,000 people work for NASA 
(perhaps 10 per cent of them Jews), 


τ compared to 50,000 at the height of 


the space programme. 

But it has a rosy future, says Wit- 
tenstein, who points to military 
spitce flights and space laboratories 
for conducting experiments in 
plusma and solar physics and 
astronomy. He predicts the even- 
tual launching of space stations 
where earthlings will live for months 
or even yeurs on end. : 


THE SPACE EFFORT has already 
produced tremendous develop- 
ments in the fields of computers, 
weather predictions, medical 
- research and development and fiber 
oplics communications. Handi- 
capped persons, even the blind, may 
in the foreseeable future be able to 
compensate for their impediments 
with the help of technology 
developed for the space pro- 
gramme, suys Wittenstein, 

But Witlenstein himself doesn’t 
plan to end his carcer in the U.S. He 
would like to settle in Israel and use 
his unusual expertise to help this 
country develop its own — though 
modest — space programme. 

“[srael could rent space on an 
American space shuttle and dis- 
patch specialized satcllites,” sug- 
gests Wiltenstein, “but Israel would 
surely have Lo promise that it would 
not make military use of them, It 
could also devise ‘a small version of 
a space shultle and send satellites 
into space from Israel," he adds. 
“I'd like to help with the second 
alternative.” 

Wittenstein arrived here, to visit 


-his son in a Jerusalem yeshiva, at 


the same time that Science Minister 
Yuval Ne’eman announced that 
Israel might develop a space 
programme. The news cheers Wil-

No one cun deny that such speciat 
classes play a part in widening 
horizons and inspiring their select 
purticipunts, On the‘other hand, the 
experience can have a deleterious 
effect on the student, He or she 
must, perforce, return to his or her 
regulur teacher and, at the same 
time, try to digest the stimulus or 
different directions received in 
these classcs and come to terms 
with it, 

One can, however, wholehearted- 
ly support the idea of seminars in 
which outstanding personalities 
from abroad would work with local 
teachers in order to discuss methods 
and τὸ exchange experience, 
without the visitors’ indicating any 
feeling of superiority to this or that 
teaching method. Such seminars 
could bring about more positive 
results in the long run than oc- 
casional, brief visits, Surely longer 
periods of dialogue and demonstra’ 
tion of different attitudes are re- 
quired for this kind of experience to 


have a more lasting influence on the 
young generation of artists. 
Long-range planning, “ careful 
selection of visiting teachers and ar- 
tists, close collaboration between 
the two academies and with other 
music schools to establish priorities 
might result in a more constructive 
exploitation of the marvellous 
facilities at the disposal of the 
Jerusalem Music Centre. 


MUSIC SPECTRUM is the name 
of a chamber music series that Boris 
Berman introduced seven years ago 
to audiences at the Tel Aviv 
Museunt. Interesting juxtapositions 
of music from various periods and 
of widely different styles made these 
programmes stimulating ubove and 
beyond the regular programmes of- 
fered during the season by various 
ensembles, : : 

Boris Berman, born in Moscow in 
1948, has gained an esteemed place 
in Israel's music life in the 10 years 
or so since he came here, He has ap- 
peared as 8 soloist with most Israeli 
orchestras, has recorded with’ 
several companies abroad and is on 
the faculty of the Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity's Rubin Academy of Music.

Alas, most if us can only afford to 
do this vicarivusly, through 
literature, film and, of course, 
theatre. 

A play like Gerting Out by Marsha 
Norman, set in Alubama and Ken- 
tucky (her home state) and dealing 
with a milieu which is foreign to 
most spectators, may not seem, at 
first, to offer something with which 
one can identify, But the play deals 
with the familiar predicaments, 
tribulations and anxieties of a 
criminal population, and of the sur- 
rounding, straight society, and this 
hits close to home. 

There is also the problem of the 
neurotic adolescent (female) who 
falls in with bad company, and un- 
dergoes the whole process of trial, 
jail, solitary confinement, release 
und, perhaps, rehabilitation.

IN COMMON with every other 
Israeli, | watched with great joy the 
news shots of the start of the peace 
talks in Lebanon. If these negotia- 
tions achieve all that Defence 
Minister Arik Sharon has promised 
that they will, those of us who have 
been so critical of his war in 
Lebanon will have to admit thal we 
have erred egregiously. Speaking 
for myself, [ for one will be 
delighted to be proved completely 
in the wrong. 

Even if the talks achieve little 
more than a withdrawal of our 
troops from Lebanon, it will not 
matter. I will still be ecstatic. Dr. 
Henry Kissinger's famous peace in 
Vietnam was ἃ prelty name for an 
American abandonment of a 
hopeless position. Even if we 
achieve little more than the 
Americans did, who cares? So we 


will leave the Lebanese to go on kil- 


ling each other? Let them do what 
they like, all that is important is that 


we should get the hell out of there 
as soon 88 possible. 


Every time Mabat begins, I dread 


that we will hear of more young 
men killed in ambush, or on mines, 
or in accidents in Lebanon. It is dis- 
tressing to think that the losses in 
the months since the “hot” fighting 
has stopped are so high.

ONE OF THE best dance groups in 
Israel, the Jerusalem Dance Com- 
pany, is threatened with dissolution.

Yossi Pai-Gan, director of the 
company, explains thus: ‘Our 
problem has been the next step. Up 
Ull now the company was run dn an 
amateur basis. But we cannot carry 
an without becoming professional. 
The dancers want a future. Some 
are already joining companies 
where they will get salaries. We 
need support in the same way as In- 
bal and other companies subsidized 
by the Ministry of Education and 
Culture, All we have been offered is 
25 per cent of what we need. 
Though tourists come to see us, the 
Ministry of Tourism doesn’t give us 
anything, 

“They seem to think that, 
because we have full houses, we can 
Support ourselves. But everyone in- 


terested in the arts knows that 
dance companies cannot maintain 
themselves merely from ticket sales. 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek is 
willing to help, but we cannot work 
on that basis alone. What will hap- 
pen when there is another mayor 
who is not so willing? Our company 
must be not only a permanent 
Jerusalem company but also a 
national company. We think we are 
good enough, but, as things stand, 
we do not have the budget to carry 
on." 

This is indeed a regrettable situa- 
tion, The Jerusalem Dance Com- 
pany, artistically directed by 
Yonatan Karmon, is unique. It has 
fashioned from ethnic sources a 
new kind of entertainment, dif- 
ferent from regular folk dance 
groups or the Inbal Dance Theatre. 
[t has ils own stuge style,

WHEN HE arrived in London, The 
Star hailed- him as “Marcus of 
Arabia,” and various newspapers 
published his photographs of the 
Arabian peninsula. But the claims 
of some newspapers that he had 
visited Mecca — forbidden to non- 
‘Moslems on pain of death — seem 
to have been an exnggeration.

Oscar Marcus, who subsequently

Philby junior, bright boy of MI6 
and star performer of the KGB, had

Arabia, a Ford representative in the 
sora and adviser to King Ibn 
ud, St. John, indeed, had become 


‘a Moslom and lived in a palace 


which had belonged lo the Ibn Saud 
family. 

The intro to St. John had sufficed 
to allow the visaless Marcus entry 
into the kingdom which rarely 
granted visas to non-Moslems, and 
never to Jews. 

As to visiting Mecca, Marcus 
wrote to his parents from Jedda on 
February 26: “It's a risky business 
and not wroth trying.” Whether he 
subsequently did try seems unlikely 
but is unsure.

central Europe. He visited Palestine 
in 1933, but was never tempted by 
Zionism, according to Shimshon, 

With the Nazi armies unleushed 
on Europe, Oscar in 1939 made his 
way to Britain, where he was briefly 
interned as an alien. In 1940 he 
joined the Army but was released in 
1942 becuuse of the effects of shell 
shock during the Blitz. 

“At this time, he bucume quite 
Anglicized. He refused to write tu 
us in German, and all his letters 
from now on were in English,” 
recalls Shimshon, who works in the 
Jerusalem Municipality, 

After the war, Oscar settled for a 
time in Edinburgh — “he apparent- 
ly loved Scotland,” says Shimshon 
—— bul then moved Lo the U.S. and, 
eventually, Mexico City, where he 
died in u car crash.

The Ruban — Gur-Arie Industrial 

Art Studio continued to flourish 
when the Old Bezalel closed in 
1929. Ruban covered the country, 
even doing labels, posters and logos 
for commercial companies. He was 
goad — and bad — at everything. 
He made or designed book covers 
and bindings, Tora decorations, brass 
souvenir pictures, ‘ritual goblets, 
bookplates, pins, even playing cards 
(with both Jewish and Arab heroes 
for the Royal suits). He did decora- 
tions und stained glass windows for 
synagogues here and in the U,S,;, 
and designed murals and wall pla- 
ques for ceramicists like Isenberg. 
He designed the copper gates of the 
Bezale] Museum and the doors of 
the Straus Centre, the Bikur Holim 
Hospital and of Bank Leumi; and of 
the Agro bank in Tel Aviv. He did 
the decorations for the King David 
Hotel (1930) and the YMCA (1931) 
and the stone lion that still tops the 
Generali building in downtown 
Jerusulem, He almost singlehanded- 
ly created the images of the Jewish 
National Fund, ; 
THE current Debe! exhibit shows 
us a ‘number of Raban gems — and 
a number of surprisingly clumsy 
working tracings and designs, 
though the compositions are all 
marked by a certain clarity. Par- 
ticularly fine is the design of a pen 
crewing of a woman's head set in an 
oval u little bigger than a thumb- 
nail.

THE MOUSE AND HIS CHILD 
by Russel Hoban. !ilustrations by 
Lillian Hoban.

RUSSELL HOBAN's The Mouse 
and His Child has the warmth of 
Kenneth Grahame's The Wind in the 
Willows mixed with the satire of 
Lewis Carroll's Alice it Wonderland, 
If you have trouble imagining such a 
combination, let me explain that the 
mouse and his child are a wind-up 
toy; broken and discarded, they 
enter a world of talking animals, 
and undertake a perilous journey to 
find their place in that world. 

I became acquainted with The 
Mouse and His Child soon after it 
was first published in 1967. By the 
mid-Seventies the book was widely 
used in American university courses 
on children’s literwture. It has been 
re-issued largely in response to the 
success of Hoban's Riddley Walker 
last year — a novel which firmly es- 
tablished him as a writer of adult 
fiction, and hus prompted a review 
of some of Hoban's carlier work, 
like The Mouse and His Child, too 
quickly labelled “children's.”

AT THE END of the novel the 
tramp reappears, changing his 
counsel to “Be happy.” And by 
then the mouse and his child have 
carned a little happiness. After es- 
caping from Manny Rat, who 
impresses discarded wind-ups to 
forage for him in the dump, the 
mouse and his child are so happy 
that they laugh out loud — and find 
that they have freed themselves in 
other ways as well. Normally wind- 
ups can speuk only between mid- 
night and dawn (and even then need 
to hear a clock strike twelve and 
seven), but as the, fortune-telling 
Frog explains, “Perhaps your 
laughter freed you from the ancicnt 
clockwork laws.” But such an ad- 
vance has its price: the mouse and 
his child become conmitted to a 
quest to find friends, especially the 
elephant from the doll house, to dis- 
cover the secret of self-winding, and 
thus independence, und to locate 
their own territory — something all 
animals seem to have but wind-ups 
do not. 

Not all their adventures are 
childishly amusing or innocuous: 
caught in a vicious shrew war, for 
instance, the mouse and his child 
witness a deadly battle that ends in 
the even deadlier attack of two 
weasels, who in their turn are 
themselves easy prey. The con-

Nor is the novel always so 
gruesome. Some of their adventures 
lead the mouse and his child into 
more recognizably intellectual ter- 
ritory. Muskrat, to whom they first 
turn in their quest for self-winding, 
is Hoban's take-off on theoretical 
physicists; Muskrat’s “Much-in- 
Little” method of synthesis 
produces formulae like ‘Why times 
How equals What... Strikes you all 
of a heap the first time you hear it, 
doesn't it? Pretty well covers 
everything!” Later, in Serpentina’s 
Pond, the mouse and his child meet 
aturtie philosopher who lives in the 
mud and declares, One is at home 
on the botlom. One sees below the 
surface of things.” 


THE BEST PARODY in the book 
is probably the Beckett-like play 
presented by the crows' “Caws of Art 
Experimental Theatre Group.” En- 
titled Beyond the Last Visible Dog — 
a phrase of central importance to 
the wind-ups' quest — the play's 
opening scene is set on “the hottom 
of a pond...mud, ooze, rubbish, and 
water plants. Two tin cans, standing 
upright, half buried in the mud at 
centre stage. At stage left, a rock. A 
head rises from one of the tin cans. It 
ts the head uf Furza. The head of 
Wurza rises from the other tin can. 
Gretch atters stage right and crosses 
to the rack.” 

The dialogue similarly burlesques 
Beckett's Endgame. “Dogs,” said 
Wurza. “A manyness of dogs. A 
moreness of dogs. A loo-muchness 
of dogs. Also a jiggling and a wig- 
gling.”" 5

FIVE NOVELS dealing with 
American Jewish families are ail 
rather saddening because, though 
they are fiction, they have the ring 
of truth. In all five, the Jewish roots 
are scen to be whittled down to 
observance of some ritual al births, 
weddings und deaths, meals of 
traditional dishes and a certain clan- 
nishness. 

Close Relations by Susan Isaacs 
(London, Macdonald, 270 pp. 
£6.95) is a lightly written story of a 
nol very beautiful but very sexy 35- 
year-old divorcee. By her own 
reckoning she has hid 23 lovers 
since her divorce, some of these en- 
counters described in explicit terms, 

She writes political speeches fora 
gubernatorial candidate und lives 
with a handsome Irishman.

THE PUBLISHERS described 
Daddy's Girl by Charlotte Vale Al- 
jen (New York, Berkley, 262 pp. 
$2.75) us “a child's ordeal of 
shame," andthe author of [4 novels 
says in the Afterword" that it all 
took place. This autobiographical 
work tells of her sexual abuse by her 
father, which she concealed from 
the age of eight to 20, 

Though written by an ex- 
perienced author, it is. a drenry, con- 
fused record, shuttling constantly in 
time from then to now, repeutedly 
describing the quarrels of her 
parents at meals and portraying her 
own crushes on teachers who 
typified for her what she lacked at 
home and who inspired in her a mild 
lesbianism. 

She says she {s Jewish, but there 
isnt much Jewishness in the story. 
Her mother told her she came fram 
un Orthodox home and wouldn't al- 
low αὶ Christinas tree, but they gave- 
and recieved Christmas presents, 
Hannuku is never mentioned. 

The people who helped her to 
normality apparently were Jewish;

Not only did he collect for and dis- 
tribute to goad causes which he 
sought out and investigated: he 
travelled throughuut the U.S. and 
Israel teaching the importance and 
joy of giving away money. 

His sixth bouk is really a cos. 
glomerition ΟἹ prgyiously written 
articles, reminiscences, quotes from 
letters he received from peuple who 
were “lured up” to charity and 
from recipients. 1 is fascinating 
reading. 

“Even the $1, the $2, and the $5 
gills constitute the foundation of a 
Mingnificent structure, perhaps a 
cornerstone of some new 
Jerusalem," claims Sicgel, making 
tzedaka the niltzva for everyman. He 
also culls il the easy ¢itzva, Not 
everyone hus the ability or the in- 
clination tu help the aged, the dent, 
the returded or the socially disad- 
vantaged, By the simple act of giv- 
ing moncy to those who do, we can 
all take part in improving (he world, 
“The idea is simple: money (and en- 
couragement) from us, placed at the 
disposul of Tzedaka-heroes can br- 
ing about awesome changes in the 
lives of many people." 

In his cleverly worded, almost 
glib treatment of the subject, the 
author considers himself ao 
matchmaker between those who 
give und those who make good use 
of the money, “I do not know where 
to begin to make sense of the total 
accumulated pain and tears in the 
world. | neither wish for myself, nor 
for others, to suddenly and 
singlehandedly take on these sor- 
rows — to hummer away at them... 
and bring the Messiah. As | unders- 
tand it, thal burden is relegated to - 
Abraham, and Moses and Jeremiah 
and... the Chassidic Rebbe who 
could plead with G-d, could sing to 
Him, could coax Him to be genie..." 

Siegel does stress that “giving is 
nol based on a helper-helpee frame 
of reference — | am fortunate; you 
are a woeful soul." Tzedaka lis 
defined as doing what is right (not 
good or benevolent). It stems from 
the word tzedek (justice). “Not 
because we are Grand, Generous, 
Dazzling, Righteous People — but 
because that ls simply what people 
must do for each other," he cau- 
tions, :

THE CARVING up of the central 
Middle East by the Allied powers 
during and after the First World 
War has been discussed in minute 
detail by so many historians that i 
seemed there could be nothing new 
tu be said. Yet Dr. Khalidi's impor- 
tant study, bused on research in the 
British, French and Turkish 
archives, provides significant new 
findings which enable us to see the 
wartime and post-war negotiations 
from a fresh and revealing perspec- 
tive, 

The central argument of Dr. 
Khulidi’s book is that the partition 
of the Middle East, far [rom being ἢ 
product of opportunities crealed by 
the outbreak of war in 1914 (as his 
often been claimed), was in fact 
foreshadowed, and in large measure 
even determined, by pre-war events 
and decisions.“Khalidi suggests that 
before 1914 — long before the 
Balfour Declaration of 1917 und 
before Herbert Samuet's Cabinet 
memoranda of early 1915 ad- 
vocaling Jewish colonisation of 
Palestine under British rule — 
British policy-makers already con- 
sidered the control of Palestine as 
vital to British strategic interests. 


IN SUPPORTING this thesis the 
author sheds new light on some of 
the murkier episodes in the 
diplomatic history of the arca 
before the First World War. He 
shows, for cxample, how British 
eoncern for the defence of Egypt 
led to friction along Egypt's eastern 
frontler. between Egypt's nominal 
suzerains, the Turks, and her real 
tulers, the British. Anglo-Turkish 
friction suddenly turned into major 
crisis in January 1906 when Egyp- 
tian troops aboard a small, British 
naval vessel were prevented from 
landing at the iiny port of Taba, by 
the Turkish garrison there. 

This began a five-month wrangle, 
the: ,so-called ‘Aqaba incident,” 
which ended only with the dispatch 
of the capitulation of the Ottoman 
government to a British ultimatum. 
The Turks were compelled to com 
cede that the frontier between 
British-controlled Egypt and 
Oltoman-ruled Palestine ran east of 
Taba. as 

This incident, by the way,

An odd sidelight on the current con- 
treversy is the fact that ut the time 
of the 1906 crisis the Egyptian 
nationalist press opposed the annex- 
alion of Taba to Egyp! as an act of 
British imperialism. 


ANGLO-FRENCH rivalry in the 
Middle East, prominent in the 
history of the decade after 1914, is 
shown to antedate the war by many 
yenrs. Indeed, Khalidi’s disentang- 
ling of the intricate nines conces- 
sion negotiations among, the- major 
European-powers in the 1890s and 
after leads him to important new 
conclusions. 

He demonstrates the acute 
British official sensitivity to railway- 
building in Syria and Palestine and 
the strong opposition to the con- 
struction of a railway from Egypt to 
Syria. As the British Foreign 


Secretary, Sir Edward Grey, . 


remarked. “'A railway from Egypt 
would also be a railway ἐμέο Egypt." 

Meanwhile, the French were ir- 
ritated by schemes of British finan- 
ciers to oblain concessions for 
rallways in Syria, which the French 
tegarded as their sphere of in- 
fluence. A shaky modus vivendi was 
reached in 1909-10 when, after 
lengthy negotiations, an Anglo- 
French railway agreement over 
Syria was concluded. In retrospect, 
as Khalidi points out, this may be 
seen as acrucia! turning-point, for it 


resylted in a shadowy partition of ' 


the region into recognized British 
and French areas of interest, the 
prelude to the actual partition a few 
years later, : 


THE NOTION of Palestine as es- 
sential to the defence of British 
Egypt — an idea that was (0 play a 
major role in rationalizing the 
British presence in Palestine in the 
mandatory period — had sturdy 
roots in the pre-1914 period. A 
secret British contingency plan in 
1911, unearthed by Khalidi, called 
for a British landing at Haifa with 
the object of cutting off Turkish 
forces in southern Syria from those 
further north, 

This plan was abandoned, 
however, in 1912, when it was 
decided that, in the event of a major 
European war, ritost of the Brilish 
fleet would be withdrawn from the 
Medilerranean in order to con- 
centrate on the defence of the home 
waters. 

In the wake of Turkish defeats in 
the Balkans in 1912, British consuls 
in the Levant reported a wave of 
pro-British feeling among the pop- 
ulations of the area and calls for 
British occupation. In February 
1912 a squadron of French warships 
visited Beirut and Junia and the ad- 
miral In command visited ‘the, 


Maronite-patriarch at his mountain 


seat, 


HOT ON the feels of the French, 
two British ships, HMS Barham and 
HMS Prometheus, were posted to 
Syrian waters, Captain Cotton of 
the Barkam paid a number of 
courtesy calls on notables ashore 
and thus stimulated a flurry of 
Tumours of impending British oc- 
cupation, particularly among non- 
Maronite elements hostile to the 
French. ᾿ 

On November 13, 1912, the 
British consul in Beirut, Cumber- 
batch, cabled the Foreign Office 
that he had been indirectly ap- 
proached by leading Moslems of the 
city “with the object of finding out 
the: views of His Majesty's Govern- 
Ment with regard to a possible ex- 
tension of Egyptian rule to Syria” 
which, he stated, was wished for “by 
all Moslems and 60 per cent of the 
Christians in Syria." Cumberbatch’s 


cuble was echoed shortly afterwards 
in three dispatches from Consul 
McGregor in Jerusalem who also 
stressed rumours of impending 
Brilish oecunation. 

By this time the British military 
and political establishment in Egypt 
was becoming increasingly troubled 
about‘the security of its eastern 
flank. In 1913, Kitchener, the effec- 
tive ruler of Egypt, ordered a secret 
military survey of the border region. 
The survey was carried out in the 
guise of an archeological explora- 
tion sponsored by the Palestine Ex- 
ploration Fund. Among those as- 
signed to this delicate expedition 
was T.E. Lawrence. 


THE ARAB revolt in which 
Lawrence was fater to figure so 
prominently (at any rate in his own 
account) is also shown to have had 
earlier origins than is sometimes 
realized. Khalidi quotes a War Of- 
fice report of 1907, entitled “Notes 
on Arabia," which suggested thal 
the Arabs, although at that time 
divided, were a national force 
capable of disrupting the Ottoman 
Empire in case of war. The report 
argued that in such a situation 
“Arabia will prove to the Sultan an 
ulcer-of malignant growth, such as 
Spain proved to Napoleon a 
hundred years ago.” 

Khalidi perhaps over-emphasizes 
the degree of Arab national feeling 
that existed in the area before 1914 
and underestimates the importance 
of sectarian communal differences, 
His reference in the final sentence 
to the post-war “implantation of a 
Zionist colonial entity in Palestine” 
adds nothing to the argument of the 
book and indeed detracts from its 
otherwise scholarly tone. But 
perhaps some such ideological lip- 
service was regarded as de rigueur 
for an author closely identified with 
the Palestinian Arab nationalist 
cause, 

Nonetheless, this book makes an 
important contribution to the un- 
derstanding of a little-known 

- chapter in the history of Syria and 
Palestine and sheds light on much 
that has followed — right down to 
the history of the past few months 
und weeks. [5]

THESE are the letters that Jack 
wrote, Jack wrote them from prison 
to Norman Mailer.

Abbott's IQ is near- 
genius, and he's had 2! years in 
prison in which to hone his 
vocabulary. 

I's unclear. whether Abbott's 
lengthy enforced confinement has 
allowed him to achieve any par- 
ticular wisdom. His self-styled 
Marxist revolutionary rhetoric will 
appal as many as it will please. But 
all should agree that he describes 
the horrors of prison life with con- 
siderable impact. Abbott admits 
that many of the abuses in the 
. American penal system — the ar- 
bitrary assignment to solitary, the 
excessive drugging of inmates, the 
limits on their reading, religion and 
other rights — have been eliminated 
or reduced in recent years. But the 

fact remains that “every day of 
every year in America at least four 
prisoners suffer violent death in 
prison and over one hundred are 
wounded’' — and Americans 
probably think it serves them right. 

Abbott makes abundantly clearin 
his letters that as much as he 
hungered for freedom, prison had 
so warped him that he doubted he 
could ever adjust to normal life. 0

SOLAR HEATERS for waler are 


fine — when there's sun. When 
there isn’t, or if you don’t own a 
solar tank, the usual answer is 
electricity. You switch on your 
boiler — which can contain from 
120 to 200 litres — for several hours, 
even if you need to heut only 20 to 
30 litres, which is enough for a 
shower. 

Rapidly gaining popularity is a 
new way of getling a small amount 
of hot water in a hurry. It involves 
putting a “sleeve” of rubber or 
metal over the heating element in- 
side the boiler or solar tank. This 
directs water as it is heated straight 
upwards to the exit pipe, rather than 
letting it diffuse gradually 
throughout the tank. Within half an 
hour, you should have enough hot 
water for a nice shower, The 
electricity consumption is only a 
fraction of what it takes to heat the 
entire tank, and the convenience in 
terms of time is obvious. 

This method should not be con- 
fused -with other popular systems for 
getting truly instantaneous hot 
water from a special electrically 
heated lap, the best-known one 
here being the local brand Atmor 
(on which more later), These 
systems require a special installa- 
tion for every set of taps and 
gencrally mean drawing a special 
electric line as well. 


THE INSULATING sleeve that 
goes inside a water tank is common- 
ly referred to as a “Hamam,” which 
is the official brand-name of only 
one of several similar products that 
have come on the market in the past 
year, 

The original Hamam was 
developed and tested over a period 
of years by an independent research 
body called the Svientific Research 
Foundation Ltd. of Jerusalem.

And the in- 
stitute informs me that it is looking 
into all aspects of what such an in- 
ternal sleeve will mean for the 
overall operution of a water tank. 
When the institute checked the 
Hamam, it found that it interfered 
with the proper working of the ther- 
mostits of some tanks — although 
this is not considered a danger, it 
wits noted in the report lo the inven- 
tors. 

When il comes τὸ newly manufac- 
lured water tanks, there is also (he 
problem of internal protection of 
the tank against corrosion. 

Water tanks are made with a 
mugnesium bar that interacts with 
the water during the first year or so 
to form ἃ protective coating on the 
interior of the tank — this in addi- 
linn to any epoxy or cnamel coating 
that may cxist. 

The magnesium bar is generally 
located near the flange at the bot- 
tom of the tank, and when a rubber 
or a metal sleeve is introduced, it 
covers up the bar and interferes 
with its protective operation against 
corrosion, 

The Standards Institute's sug- 
gested solution is to move the posi- 
lion of the magnesium bar at the 
lime of manufacture, so that a 
sleeve will not interfere with it. In 
water tanks already in use for a year 
or more, there is assumed to be 
enough coating for a sleeve to be 
added without concern, In other 
words, the magnesium bar has done 
its Work and is no longer essential. 


THERE IS another catch, however. 
If a manufacturer makes any 
changes in thé construction of a 
water tank, such as moving the 
magnesium bar or adding a rubber 
or metal sleeve, his tank no longer 
strictly conforms with the ternis of 
the Official Standards’.for the 
manufacture of electric water 
boilers and solar tanks with electric

tanks, and a regulation of the 
Ministry of tndustry and Trade 
obliges them to be under the con- 
tinuous supervision of the Standards 
Institute and carry its Standard 
Emblem (fav feken). So far, the in- 
stitute tells me, no manufacturer 
hus applied for or obtained its ap- 
proval to muke specific changes in 
ils tank construction in order to add 
u rubber or u metal sleeve for 
speedier healing. 

AC least one major manufacturer 
of solar water systems, Miromit, 
told me it is going ahead and Instull- 
ing the Hamam sleeves in new 
iunks, and expects that the Stan- 
dards Institute will give its formal 
approval the next lime it makes its 
regulur inspection of the factory. 

Miromit says the addition of a 
Hamam will add about 151,200 to 
the cost of 4 new solar water 
system, und about 182,000 if in- 
serted in an existing rooftop tank. 

The firm's salea manager says it 
does not recommend adding a 
Hamam to a tank that is more than 
three years old, unless it is neces- 
sary Lo open the tank for some other 
reason, because every lime you un- 
screw the flange you risk damaging 
it in some way. - 

Other spokesmen in the field told 
me this is a needless worry, and that 
it should be possible to open and 
close the Mange of any tank in 
reasonable condition without harm- 
ing it. 


THE OFFICIAL distributor for the 
foundation's Hamam is HaMercaz 
l'Hisahon b'Energia the Centre for 
Energy Saving, with headquarters in 
Netanya (tel. 0533-37494), Its 
manager, Eli Shafir, says that it is 
good to open up a water lank every 
couple of years to clean out the

AS FOR THE metul-type sleeve, | 
know of three firms that are making 
these at present. 

One is the solar heater firm Ideal, 
with headquarters in Holon (tet, 03- 
807324). The munager, Alex Biton, 
is αὶ pioneer in the field. He argues 
that the galvanized metal sleeve he 
produces is sturdier (han the rubber 
ones, and he says it will mot rust. 
When he puts a sleeve into a solar 
lank, he takes the opportunity to 
replace the flinge, usually coated 
with mineral deposits and/or’ rust, 
with a brand-new one: he also 
replaces the old-style heuting ele- 
ment with a modern floating-fork 
type (which carries the approval 
stump of the Stundards Institute), 

He says he puts in the maximum 
strength the [5] gliows for water 
boilers — 1.5 kilowatts for a 120 
litre tank, 2 kw. fora 150-litre tank, 
and 2.5 kw. for a 200-litre tank. This 
“macKkage deal" from Ideal — metal 
sleeve, new flunge and fork heating 
element — costs around 1$3,000, 

Another firm making a similar 
metal sleeve is Gavish of Petah 
Tikva, which calls its product 
Quicky und sells it for 183,350, in- 
stalled, with a yeur's guarantee, and 
also with a new and generally 
stronger electrical element than the 
one the custonier had before. 

Consumers should check, 
however, thal they are not increas- 
ing the electrical capacity beyond 
the figure stated in the standard for 
their lank. Adding a second 
electricul element at the top of the 
tank to speed up water heating is 
ulso against the terms of the stan- 
durd. 

A third firm ‘reportedly making 
metal sleeves for water tanks is 
called Naveh, but 1 have not 


- mannged to locate it for details, 


Nor did f locate the manufacturer 
of the cheuper rubber-type sleeve, 
which appears to be a copy of the 
Hamam. No name or number ap- 
peurs on the cheaper preduct. 


MY ADVICE to anyone who owns 
a solar water system is not to play 


around with it himself, but to apply . 


first lo whatever firm installed it and 
is responsible for the guarantee, 
generally a lengthy one. If you at- 
tempt do-it-yourself surgery on the 


‘tank, or have it adapted by a dif- 


ferent firm, you may find that you 
have violated the terms of your 
guarantee if something goes wrong 
later. 

The heating element and ‘flange 
ure generally guaranteed for one 
year only, but tanks themselves and 
cuilector plates have guarantees of 
between five and [2 years. Electric 
boliers should ‘also be repaired or 
adjusted by tle firm that installed 
thent, or by @-qualified electrician, 
preferably in conjunction with a

Why? 

Engineer Isracl Duifney, head of 
the Electrical Laboratory of the 
Standards Institute, told me the 
limit of 12.5 walls per litre of water 
written into the Official Standard 
was originally dictated not by con- 
siderations of safely, but by the 
capacity of the Electric Corporation 
in the early years of the State. 

Even today, the Electric Corpora- 
ion is nol interested in raising this 
figure, because it prefers that 
household wuter be heated gradual- 
ly during the night hours when 
power plants are least burdened. 

Quick water heating at high 
temperatures during the day could 
overload the network's capacity. 
Hence the traditional limits on 
power capacily for insuluted home 
boilers remain — a maximum, of 2.5 
kw. for the largest, 200-litre tanks; - 


NOT AFFECTED by this limita- 
tion, however, are the so-called 
“instant water heaters," which do 
nol store hot water, but heat it right 
al the point of exil from a special 
tap, 

The best-known of these is the 
Atmor, from a Tel Aviv-based firm 
that has been manufacturing the 
device for six yeurs. Although it has 
ne emblem from the Israel Stan- 
dards Institute, it has been passed 
by the U.S.'s prestigious 
Underwriters Laboratories and by 
similar standards: bodies in 
Switzerland and South Africa, 
where it is sold, 

Alor says it has a document of

An Atmor instant heater applies a 
heuting clement of three-to-five 
kilowatts to water passing through”;
